Comptroller Player said Tuesday: ‘“There 
has been some reduction in the payrolls 
of the departments on the third floor—as 
great a reduction as could be made with- 
out violating the ordinances. It would be 
useless to cut out the appropriation of a 
clerk who is already appointed for a defi- 
nite term, as former court decisions have 
shown that*he could sue the city and col- 
lect salary for the who.e term. 

Mayor Wells said: “I am in sympathy 
with any practical plan of reduction of the

BIG REDUCTION WILL ENSUE. 


New War Stamp Tax Law Will Go Into 
Effect July 1. 

Reductions in the war stamp tax pro- 
vided for by the last session of Congress 
will mean.a big falling off in the receipts 
of the internal revenue and other govern- 
ment offic’s of St. Louls where the stamps 
are sold. 

The new system will go into effect July 
, and business houses of all kinds, es- 
pecially banks and trust. companies, are 
preparing for it. 

Revenue stamps on bank checks, sight 
drafts, insurance policies and documents of 
that character are abolished. On tobac- 
co and snuff there is a reduction of 20 per 
cent, which will greatly affect the receipts 

of the local revenue office. 

The insurance companies will save an im- 
mense sum, through not having to stamp 
their policies and renewal receipts. The 
government will redeem all stamps unused 
after July 1; but, in ordér to save this ne- 
cessity, the big institutions are buying as 
sparingly as eee wg Many documents 
which have to be filed in the office of the 
recorder of deeds are being held back, it 
is said, to avoid the payment of the war 
tax. On big transactions this is no in- 
considerable item.

The Mother-in-Law. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In the Post-Dispatch want ads a few days 
ago the question was asked, ‘Is there dan- 
ger in the mother-in-law’ The answer* 
stated that statistics of divorce cases and 
suicides seemed to show that the mother- 
in-law was to blame for the greater part of 
unhappy married life.

EXAMINED FOR COLLEGE. 


Uniform System Trial Proved a Great 
Success in New York. 

NEW YORK, June 25.—The first series of 
uniform entrance examinations held by 
authority of the college entrance examina- 
tion board of the middle states and Mary- 
land has come to an end. The extensions 
proved exactly as planned, without diffi- 
culty, at 61 different points in the United 
States and at London, End., and Dresden, 
Saxony. Of the 61 places of examinations 
in the United States 15 were in New Eng- 
land and 23 in the middle states. 

In all nearly 900 candidates for admission 
to college were examined by the board. Of 
this number 472 made application to the 
board direct. The remainder made their 
applications either through Columbla Col- 
lege or Bernard College. Of the 472 37 
were men and 125 women 

Fifty-three of the candidates examined 
did not state what college or _§ scientific 
school they propose to enter. For Colum- 
bia 152 declared themselves, for Corne]! 57, 
for Princeton &, for Barnard 31, for Vassar 
25, for Wellsely 22, for Yale 17, for Mount 
Holyoke 14, for the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology 14, for Bryn Mawr ll, for 
the University of Pennsylvania and for 
Williams 65. he unusually large number 
choosing Columbia is due to the fact that 
separate Columbia examinations were 
abandoned in favor of those by the board. 

The largest number examined outside of 
New York and Brooklyn were those at 
Concord, N. H., 32; Newark, N. J., 29; Phil- 
adelphia, 22; Paterson, N. J., 13; Washing- 
ton, 12; Lawrenceville, N. J.; Rochester, N. 
Y.. and Poughkeepsie, N. Y., 8 each. 

Of the 472 candidates gale to the 
board 153 were prepared in public high 
schools, 14 in academies endowed 
schools and 150 in private and 
classes.
